Although the three experts re 
frain from making a direct com- 
parison of Russian-American liv- 
ing standards, the study presensS 
seven tables of Moscow's official 
food prices, showing that the pur- 
chasing power of Soviet wage 
earners has tumbled sharply since 
the war. 

While prices of foods have 
soared an average of 166 percent, 
wages of workers have gone up 
only 25 percent, the study shows. 
Since last September, the average 
weekly wage has climbed from 
400 to about 500 rubles. 

In the same period, the price of 
black bread increased 240 percent, 
sugar 196 percent, milk 220 per- 


136 percent. 

Compared with the $50 a week 
Salary of the average American 
factory worker, here is what the 
Russian workers weekly wage 
will buy in terms of the following 
basic foods: 

Bread—The Russian worker can 
buy 23 loaves of bread with his 
120-ruble weekly = salary. The 
American workers can buy at least 
390 loaves of bread with his $50- 
a-week salary. 

Sugar—The Russian worker can 
buy about 17 pounds of sugar with 
his full week’s pay. The S. 
worker can buy more than 500 
pounds with his week's pay.

DEAR BOSS: Everything seems to be a 
these days, even the oil fields. 

While down in South Louisiana a couple of weeks 
ago, I dropped by some of the old, familiar fields. 
And, quite naturally, I looked up Big Jim Turner. Big 
Jim's exploits on the pay dirt circuit have become 
legend wherever drill crews gather. 

I found him sitting on the edge of a derrick plat- 
form, right out in the broiling hot sun, fanning him- 
self gently with an old magazine. He recognized me 
instantly, although he had not seen me for many 
years, and poked out a huge, grimy paw. 

“"Lo, half-pint,” he says, grinning broadly. “Ain't 
growed a inch yet, have you” Still the same old 
pint. Bet you’d never make it up a derrick now, 
though. Too soft, you are.” 

Pretty soon it is evident Big Jim is disgusted with 
just about everything around oil fields as well as the 
persons who keep on yelling that this country is run- 
ning short of oil. ’ 

“Drillin’ ain’t what it used to be, half-pint,” Big 
Jim says. “The old steam rig is as dead as the dodo. 
Now we use gasoline, powered motors and engine 
run on bdutane gas. 

“The old = Agee drilling crew is dead and gone 
now. We drill with four men and they don’t do 
nothing but ~ around and shove a lot of

The End of His Road 


GUAM.—Lt. Nakamura, once of the Imperial 

Japanese Medical Forces at the island of Truk, 

made a good witness for the prosecution. For a 

long time it appeared that he would not make a good witness. It 

appeared that he would not make any kind of a witness at all. But 

the Americans had the goods on Lt. Nakamura. They knew that 

when the higher-ranking Japanese medical officers had conducted 

their horrible “experiements” on prisoners at Truk, it had been Lt.

He had taken notes on all that they had done. | 

Hehad put it down very earefully when his superior officers had 
applied tourniquets to the legs and the arms of healthy and un- 
wounded American prisoners and had left these tourniquets on 
unt’! their legs and arms were dead. He had put down the notes 
on what they had discovered when the Japs cut into these legs 
and arms to see what had happened there when the circulation of 
the blood had been cut off. 

* , ‘ This was valuable scientific experimentation. It 

Exper.ment enabled the Japanese to determine how long a 
tourniquet could stay in place before it had to be loosened just a 
little bit, to allow the blood to flow. The answer could have been 
found in any Boy Scout handbook, any book of Red Cross first aid, 
any similar medical book in Japan. ; 

And finally, sitting very straight in the witness chair, Lt. Naka- 
mura told these things. He told of how the legs were blown off of 
American prisoners with dynamite, so the Japanese doctors could 
study the effect of shock on the human system.

A Real 
Oil Shortage 


There seems to be a deliberate 
effort to create as much confusion 
and- misunderstanding about the 
oil situation today as there was 
during the war when it. became 
necessary to ration gasoline and 
fuel oil. Many insisted then that 
there was plenty of gasoline and 
that the Petroleum Admunistrator 
for War, who, unfortunately for 
me, happened to be myself, was 
needlessly depriving. motorists of 
gasoline that was their inalienable 
right. 

Even I have never been: subject. 
ed to such a barrage of criticism 
as was laid down about me in 
those days by letter, by telephone. 
by newspapers, by radio and by 
the impassioned speeches of 
politacians. 


THE SENATE set up a specia! 
committee of which the chairman 
was the late Senator Maloney, ol 
Connecticut. The Committee real. 
ly tried to do a good job. Unfor- 
tunately, however, before the first 
hearing, Senator Maloney an- 
nounced that there was no short- 
age of gasoline. Naturally, he had 
to make good on this statement. 
The result was that after spenda- 
ing Many precious days—precious 
to me at least—peering and listen- 
ing, the Committee arrived at the 
profound conclusion that “there 1s 
no scarcity of gasoline, but only a 
shortage of surplus.” 

While Senators, newspapers 
and oil executives do not 
ascribe the present scarcity of 
gasoline and fuel oil to a “short- 
age of surplus,” they have found 
another rainbow to lift their 
spirits. Now it is a “shortage of 
steel” that is our trouble, Nota 
“shortage of oil,’ dear people, to 
be refined into gasoline and 
then be poured into your g4aso- 
line tank, but a “shortage of 
steel’ to sink into the ground so 
as to bring up oil. The implica- 
tion, of course, is that there is 
plenty of oil to be brought up 
which, if refined, would give 
the people all of the gasoline 
that they will want this Sum- 
mer and more than enough fuel 
oil to supply their needs next 
Winter.

steel.” 

The gentlemen who insist that 
a lack of steel is the reason for 
our inadequate supply of petro- 
leum products are just typical 
American “pollyannas’” who do 
not like to admit that there can 
possibly be a scarcity of a prod- 
uct of which we want a constant 
and unlimited supply and which 
we, therefore, must have. 

During the war, we searched 
every nook and corner of the 
country for more crude oil. There 
was some oil in the Panhandle of 
Texas that could have been made 
available if we had been able to 
get at it. But tuldn’t. That 
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Sirfee we are now producing 
in excess of 5.000.000 barrels a 
day, estimated production in the 
Panhandle would add about four 
percent to our total production 
That is all.

One sad fact becormes more and 
more apparent. While most of the 
current literature is almost patholog. 
ically concerned with how to “do 
right” by Junior, little or none of it 
considers the problems of “How to 
Be a Mother and Remain a Lady,” or 
“How to Bring Up Baby and Live 
Happily, Too.” — 

The time for emancipation has 
come.

Doctors Have Found That 
the Same Chemica! Used 
to Treat Hay Fever and 
Asthma Speedily Halts Its 
Intolerable Itching 


By G. B. Lal 


T HAS been found that by feeding 

a synthetic chemical, benadryl] 

used in the treatment of hay fever, 
asthma and other symptoms of 
allergy the intolerable itching and 
other distressing effects of poison 
ivy are speedily abated. 

Dr. Lester S. Blumenthal, tnstruc- 
tor in medicine, George Washington 
University, and Dr. Morris H.. Rosen- 
berg, of the Gallinger Municipa! 
Hospital, Washington, D. C., have 
developed the new treatment, follow 
ing a Scientific clue regarding the 
nature of ivy poisoning. 

One of the first 14 cases, all of 
whom were relieved by benadryl 
feeding, was a 12-year-old boy who 
had gone out in the woods for a hike 
with his mother. He contacted poison 
ivy or sumach, and developed very 
severe poisoning symptoms, particu- 
larly skin rashes over his arms, legs, 
waist and trunk. 

After suffering for two days, un- 
able to eat, sleep, play or study 
normally, the unhappy boy was 
taken to the Washington physicians,
